Since the tme waen men first wenl down to
theses tn ships, the sailor has beéen a pet subject
for thgstudy and spocalation of young and olyd,
and of both ~exes, There appeara to be u sort of
romantic halo thrown aroacd the lives of those
who face the storms and terrora of the deep,
that makes one irremstibly drawn towards
them. . In ehildbond who has not had the
longing for & life on the ocean, where cvery-
thing tells o1 the great God of nature, and all
partakes of the sublime and infinite? Who has
not eagerly sought for all that relates to the
sallor's life, 1o its hardships and its pleasures,
to the exeiting Incidents in storm and ship-
wreck ! Who has not, in his young, impressible
years, devoured with a feverish fnterest the his-
tories of the wonderiul carcers of the hardened,
yet gallant robbers ol the sea, or the wander-
ings upon strange and unknown shores of the
shipwrecked mariver, Robinson CUrusoe, the
castaway, s but a sanple of the exciting tales
that wre s0 dear to th : youthful mind. Bul, as we
read those high-colored accounts of THE SAILOR'S
Lars, touched with the rica coloring of faucy,
and embellished with all the powerful aids of
rhotoric, we can gain bat a faint appreciation
of the real life on board ship, such as it is and has
bacn 1n nincteen-twentioths of the ships that
sail the oceun, On land man is ourbed by the
presence 01 h's fellow. The dread penaliy of
the law haoes over his head like the sword of
Damocies, ana be dare not swerve from the
path of jusrice without danger ot its falling
upon his guiliy head. The restraints of soclety,
also, sid 1o keeping the passions of men within
bounds. He dure not commit acts of open in-
justice, when there are so muany jealous eyes

watchivg his  actions—when there are so
many haous realy to interfere In the
cause of right avd law. In  the great

mass of combatant humaunity he is but & unit,
and he is sclf-conscious of it,
farewell to the shore—when the dim, bazy out-
line of the solid earth looms faintly up in the
far, far distance, and the green water chunges
10 the olear azure that tells of vast depths and of
the sepatation from the world that is so dear to
the true sailor's heart—it is then, when in their
own little world, and under no government bat
that of the Almighty, that the true impulses
and psssions of men, and especially men in
authority, show themselves, antrammelled by law
and society's restraints, Then it is that the poor
sailor, in his dependent position, feels the
scourge of the cruel and heartless officer
who may be placed above him. Then it is that
the scunles nre removed from the eyes of the
unimtiated, and the golden halo of romance is
dissipated by the horrid reality,
Reforms ln Sea Life,

i* i# not many years since the life of the
sailor was far more arduous, far more bratal in
its cruel hardships, than it is at present, Then
the cat-o'-nine tails flourished in the different
navies, and the men were beaten like dogs, and
sell-respect was  utterly deadened in  their
breasts, Indeed, in our own navy, within the
life ot the present generation, the American
man-o’-war's man has been **spread-eacled,’'
and his back laceraled with the lash, But now,
thanks to tbhe efforls of enlightened roformers,
all that has been done away with, The lash is
heard no more I our mavies, or even in our
merchantmen. And now, even a greater cloz
on the onward wheel of progress has been
thrust sslde. The grog has been dashed away
from the sailor’s lips, und a new step taken ln
the way of reform that, for power and inflo-
ence, is greater than all others,

Jack Ashore,

Bul it is not of the satlor as he is at sea that
we wounld more purticularly dwell upon, It is
when he arrives sl the end of his storniy voy-
ages, and, like the Ayiog-fish, flees from bis
pative olement only to meet new dangers in
snother, Itis when his vessel casts its anchor
in port that Jack's real dangers begin, The
slorm and tempest, the hidden rock and the
gbark, are dangers that beset him but seldom,
But when he casts his lot among those who
ghould pe his brothers, on the shors, then begins
his hardships and his trials, Before the anchor
bhas barely tonched the bottom, and before the
ship 15 cloaned, the boat of the landshark Is
alongside, and his Ashy eyes are seen to look

over the rail as he 15 on his search for
his prey. Not that he ocares for poor
Jack, Ob, wno! mnot at all. He only

wants Lo relieve him of the care of his money,
und (hat in the shorlest possible space of time,
Heselects his victims, Like meek lambs they
areled to the slauehter. We will try to tell
bhow this is done. If we were going to deseribe
therallor bourding-houses in the city of Gotham,
it would give a darker view of the sallor's shore
life than in our own ¢ity, slthough here it is bud
enough, Within the past thirty years much has
been done to ameliorate the sallor’s condition
ashore, as we will show hereafter; but slill there
renialos u egreatl work belore us, But, to ' retarn to
our sheep"—the LAND-SHARE, or SapLons

carrying out of thelr infamous system of
plunder upon the defenseless sallor, They

have thelr ]Iﬂ_t_-lrl tu:n!r by-laws, which ara s
immutable as the laws of the Medes and bhe
Perainns, and poor Fack himsplf helps T
destrogers. It works In this wise:—In all the
gatlor boncding-houses there 1 located a ship
ping agent, who nttends to getting ships'
crews logether, He is generally {n partnerahip
with the'kBeper of the house himself, if ha be
not the actunl proprietor. When a shipmaster
wishes his erew, he goes to-one of thess places
and ships them. Suppose be gots all his orew
topcther, and just betare eailing he appoints bis
kecond mule outside the ring. The railors will
have n meeting end appolnt s spokesman,
They wait upon the second mate and ask him
where he oame from, or, rather, where he
was boarding when he was shipped?! Did
he board at one of these houvses? No. Did
he board with his father or mother, or
any of his relatives? No. Well, who did
he board with?! A frlend, a comrade
of many years' [rlendship. That settled his
casc. He did not bourd with the ring, and his
doom Is sealed, They say nothing more to the
mate, but go stralght to the captain, Their
spokesmun will say to the captain:—*“You have
sppointed a man ontslde of our ring, and must
either discharge him, or we will leave.,” What
enn he do? His ship i8 ready (or sea, and If he
discharges hie crow, where will he get another,
for all would be against him? The mate bhas to
go, That Is how the land-shdrks work their
gsharp game.
Sallors’ Boarding-Honses,

But we will go to some of these boarding-
liouses. The greatest number of them is In
Penu street. There are some betler than others;
but the best is, at beal, but a very sorry specimen
ol a civilizedjhome. We start In the morning,
to see what it looks like in the broad light of
day. We stop before a (wo-and-a-half-etoried
brick house that has evidently seen better days,
There is o sign above the door that s suggoes
tive of what is constantly golng on within:—
“SAILORS TAKEN IN AND DONE woRr." The pro-
prietor evidently was not sufliciently versed in
gcholastic lore to see the unconsotous truism he
had perpetrated. But it is terdibly suggestive,
The poor sallor, as he stagzers in with his heavy
sea-chest, containing his worldly possessions,
does not think, ss he reads that sigo, that
its meaning is very much like the inscription
over the gates ol hell, YLeave hope behind."
With his hard-earned dollars, he is received with
an affected show of hospitality, The bar is
open to hlm (for o neecessary appendage to the
house 18 a bar), and asiren 18 at hand to ply
him with whisky. Juck's entrance into that
door Is like the fiy’'s entrance into the spider's
patlor, If he bus a hard-earned pile of cash, 1t
soon disappears, No matter how long or short
his stay is, It is long enough to allow the
keeperof tue place to fleece him of every cent,
and after that to run him in debt sufficienuly to
gain a lien upon his two months' advance.
Then he 13 a slave, and is a3 much owned by the
boarding-house keeper a3 if he Lad bought him
at suction,

Dally Scenes in a Sallors® Bar-Room.

The boarding-house always has its bar. Rows
of black bottles, with the strongest and most
afiery spirits, are interspersed with trophies of
foreign voyages, gathered by poor Jack with an
eye to enrich the parlor or eabinet of soma
vulued friend or relative, ouly to be gathered in
by the grasping hand of his keeper. Itis day
now, however, and life is not in its full flow in
the den. A blowsy, red-faced wench stands be-
Lind the bar, with her sleeves rolled up, and in
n shocking state of deshabille, We wonder how
she could, with her ill-natured, stupid face, ever
have been selected to atiract custom. The men
thomselves, with aching head and bloodshot
eyes, are lounging around in listless fashion, or
are trying to drown the effects of last night's
debauch, by renewed applications of the poison
that has prostrated their energies, on the prin-
ciple of simdia similibus curantwr. The dirty
wulls themselves are covered with prints that
would natarally attract a sallor's eye. Black-
eyed Susans, with most impossible figures and
expressions, and scenes of shipwrecks, with o
print or two of sowme [avorite ship. BScattered
over the house are also to be seen toul anld
filthy pictures, that, by their obscenity and las-
clviousness, serve to point out the fearful im-
morality that prevallsin these places,

Night iu & Sallors’ Bar-Room.

But day is nmot & good time to sce it in its
glory, We will visit it about the hour of 10 in
the evening. As we approach it, a strong light
from the julerior shows us that life is in full
activity within, We open the door and enter. A
foul mixture of bad liquor and bad breath, and
the fumes of strong tobacco, are almost too
much for any one with a moderntely weak head,

The room is crowded with old, hardeued vola-
ries of vice snd joungz beginnersin the down-
ward career. Women add their charms (?), and
such womien! Bud ss the men are in their
wuandering lite on shore, there wre still some
remuants of the noblest traits of bumanicy
stirring within their bosoms. There is still that
noble generosity of purpose that, even in their
degradation, would spur them to the exocution
of & noble solion, were occusion to eall it forth,
But what sball we say ol the women we see
there? It makes one shudder and teel heartfelt
pity for poor Jack, with his impressible, casily
led heart, that he should bo exposed (o thewr
hellish arte. Palnted and powdered, and decked
out with gewgaws, they present to his untutored
eyes viglons of benuty. Their bard inces, which
have lorgoiten the blush of shame, are full of
greed, ns they ply their poor dupe with liquor,
unul be no longer can, even If he would, resist
their eflorts to swindle and rob bhim, Here and
there are groups seated arpund tables, with
pucks of well-thumbed cards, eagerly engaged
in pames of chance, while & hoarsely muttered
ousth every now and then bursts from their lps,
as one or the other side loses,
A Skirmish,

Now a couple quuarrel, With flerce onths they
jump up, and the spectators are scatlered right
and left, a8 with flaming eyes und with 4 fierce-
ness ol energy they clinch, and for afew moments
there Is n scene worthy of Pandemonium, The
heavy swash of the blows that follow swift aud
fast, the yells and frenzied curses of the gom-
batants, are echoed by the hardened langh of the
epectutors, 48 they look eoolly on upon the
brutal scene, It is soon enled. It is nothing,
only s brawl, such as may be secn any night,
If the police are at band, sometimes one or two
of the active participants are, perbaps, arrested,
and appear s s Y'drunken and disorderly” case
in the morolng report.  Yed, it is soon over, and
akaking off the pawdust that besirews the bar-

room floor, they s0on subside, and thon ali s as |

it was before. Perbapa some nquptie minstrel
clears hia pipos, apd starts a song in honor of
some seh @xpeérienca, or more usumlly of an
obacene mnd imoral charmoter,

The Interior,

The chambera aré rudely furuished, In the
best-houses, they are moderately clean and well
kept; in the lower clsss; they -are Glthy and
wrétched, There ard some that we hive seen
that would shock the sensibilitiex of sny ho-
manitarisn, and which were strongly suggestive
of pestilence and disense of all kinds, With
searcely sufficiont covering to protect them fram
the cold of ‘winter, théy suifer every disoom fort
rather than break through the rales of the fing,
und find themselves s private bourding-honse,
From the moment Jack onters, the grasp of the
keoper of (he houso 18 never Laken from him,
until be leaves il to go on a ship tor another
voyage, The nominal price ot board at these
places is from seven lo nine dollars per
week ; but if the sailor has two hundred dollams,
and only stays & week, he stays long enough to
bourd it sll'ont hnd leave himsell in debt, The
ehipplng-muster Hus Him down, And hé is shipped
off ou Another voyage, only to éhd in n renéwal
of hig hard shore éxperience, Is It any wonder
thnt he looks on the shore and all its belongings
with dread and disirust?

How can we expect that he will be otherwise
tlinn he is, when sp little is cared for his com-
fort, when so little is dune to carry the bless-
ings of religion and instruction into his home ?
From bhis hard-workiog voyame he steps on
ghore only to find the grasping huud of mer-
cenary wretches ready to seize on his hard-
earned money, snd pever ready to let go until it
s exhousted,

Even where the sailor's oulward comlort
ia better cared for, there is the same deliberate
echemes for swindling and cheating him earried
on. Jack will put up at one of these places,
By a serles ol debaucheries on his part, and ex-
tortions on the part of those who should look
ufter his interests, hig “pile” disappears, He is
then run in debt, and has to tind a ship to sail
on another voyage. IHe searches arcund, and
finds & vessel going to some port thiat he wishes
to go to. He engages with the ship-owners to
tuke him. The bargain Is strock, not with Jack,
but with the shipping master, who receives the
regular fee of two dollars, und with the land-
lord, who receives the two months' advance pay.
For two hard-workiog months Jack has to toil
away at bis hard and ofttimes dangerous post,
before he iz clear from his shore-contracted
debte; and his memories of his slay on shore
cannot be of the most pleasant character.

It is but another illustration of “man’s inhu-
manity to man,” the way in which he 1y treated
whilst fn our midst, We went to see one of
these boarding-house keepers a fow days ago.
After lookiug at his accommodations, which,
though scanty, had at least the merit of clean-

lineas, he gave us a frank siatement of one of
the ways in which extortion is praciised upon
the snilor, It was somewhat in this wise:—A
ship-owner sends to a house for a orew for one
of his ships. A crew is s on made up. Per-
haps oue or several of tho:e whose names are
already down will make known their inten-
tion of going to sea. The shipping-master
asks him where he wants to go. Jack
terutches his hend for & moment, and then
says, perhaps, to the Mediterrapean. Now
that is where the ship Is polug that the listis
already made out for, and the man is already
down upon that hist. Bot the master does not
tell bim of that, He asks him what 1t would
be worth to him to go there. The sailor does
not know. He is then told that if be will pay
five, ten, or even fifteen dollure, he can get a
berth, Of course, he demurs. But what can
Le do? His board and other expenses are eat-
ing up his scant pile, and he has to submit to
the payment of the bonus. He assents, and i8
1old to call again in an hour or two.

There are some places, though they are very
few in number, where even worse practices are
carried on: where the mariner 3 drogegeld with
poiconous liquor, and in lhat state i carried
aboard ship, iusensible to everything, until he
wakes up fur out at sea, and his #rst waking
impressions are the foreible contuet of the
mate's boot with his ribs and his hard hand on
his earg. There are dens ol infamy which, hald-
ing out their allurements to his senses, draw
him within their walls, only to send him out
again blind with fiery poison, nnd minus every-
tLhing except the clothes on his back, and some-
times not even sll of them,

But, a5 we have said, the worst phases of Jack's
life ashore are not to be scen in our city such
84 they can be met with in New York or Bos-
ton, Oursis not 8o much of aseaport, und the
number of sailors, in comparison to the great
muss, are put few, There, abuses are more open
and glaring to the sight, and there, also, the
systems of charity are more wide y extended
and ramifled throughout the different commu-
nities,

As a general thing, the men whe follow
thie sea for & hving are separated, In a measure,
from all the reést of mankind, Sirong
in their natures and  thelr  lmbulses
and passiops, and hard-handed In thelr dealings,
they keep aloof from their fellow-men on shore,
They will suffer injustice, and allow the land-
sharks to bleed them remorselessly, without
complaint to the law, until their grievances urc
entirely unendurable, A lawyer they regard as
¢ disciple of the Devil, and shun him. Hence,
there nre very seldom instunces of extortiou nnd
swindlivg brought before the notice of (he
Courls or the magistrales, Jack prefers to grin
and bear his sufferings,

Mensures of Reform,

It is time that Congress shoull enact a law,
makiong it imperative that our merchants should
have apprentiees for thelr sbhips—say one ap-
prentice for every hundred tons burden the
ship may be, Then in s few years we should
have good American seamen, and good officers
commanding, ws now, our merohant vessels
are manned prineipally by foreigners., Often-
times, seven-eighths of the erew are composed
of all natlons; #ome #o0 stupil that, on their
arrival in a port of dlscharge, after being on a
voyage of from four to éix months, they canuot
tell wost name they shipped by. And many times,
alter belug ut soa two and toree days, after their
departure will ask the captain the name of the
vessel which they are on board of, and where
bound, and &till the captaluy having their con-
tract for the voyage duoly signed. Now, [s it
any wonder that we coustantly hear of mutinies
on shipboard, when nearly all crews are com-
posed of such a set of illiterale men?

The sdyance system should be broken up, Tt 1s
this that glves so much encouragement to the
land-shurks, at times when few ssilors are in

\
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pory and ope, or lmnblu.: ships expeat to
Fail ‘within & few days of dach other, Then
the Innd-sharks roorete the sallors in some
low place, snd feed them on fhe wilest
kind of Jersey lightning, thereby - making
them insensible, When the oaptain calls at the
#hipping office for s orew, he 1s lold Lhal scamaon
are rearce, and it will be hard to,prosure a orew.
Suppose Al the timo the current wages by the
rin to England be $76, he tells the eaptain that
il he will puy $100 to §120 by the run, he may
be able to procure & crew—he knowing all the
time that he kmows where to get (ho sallars In
ten minutes' notige. The captain communicates
these facts 1o bis owner; he pauses awhile, say
Ing thiat it is too bad, ete,, #till he i8 anxious to
have bis ghip sall{ #0 hi and the captain eom-
clude to give the demand. = He notifies Lhe
shipplug officer, and gets the crew, They come
on board with thelr outdt, vig., sheath-knile
aod belt, one pound of tobaceo, one jnmper and
pair of overalls, tin pan and pot, and a mineral
water bottle of whisky. This is a splendid con-
dition to put a sailor on board ship to crogs the
Atlantie! This is all the satlor receives out of
his advance, aud {8 obliged to do the work.
The land sherks, ntter the vessel leaves the
wharf, meet and divide the money they have
swindled the poor sailor out of, and como to
the conclusion that they dil not make so much
aiter all, and that they must run the advaace
up bigher on the next ship,

There have been graatefforts made to amelip-
rate the condition of the sailor during the past
thirty years, and his character hus been better
appreciated. We do not now look upon him as
an outeast from civilization, and its privileges
and comforts. Isolated from his fellows for
such a great portion of his lfe, And unused to
the restraints and incessant sirifes that are so
uncensing among his fellows ashore, he is
simple-hearted and free, and 8 more lisble to
the successful nttacks of sharpers and swindlers,
That sawe impressibility renders him as capable
of belng improved in his moral and
mental nature, and there have been wise und
philanthropic men who have, within the past
generntion oriwo, made noble endeavors to effect
am amelioration in the sailor's condition on
shore. More than sixty years ago, Robert
Ricanrd Randall, of New York, a wealthy mer-
chant, died, and left in his will dwrections to
invest the proceeds of his estate, alter the pay-
ment of o few legacies, in a home for destitute
and agod ecamen. It was not until thirty years
after that, that his legacy had ~ccumulated to
such nn nmount 88 to warrant the bailding of
such & home, It wae, however, built in 1833,
aud was didicated Lo the enuse of poor and aged
marineis under the name of the

Sallors' Snug Harbor,

1t then bad an income of about six or eight
thousand dollars. Under a wise aond careful
adioinistration, its jncome has increased to
pently one hundred thousand dollars at the
present ime, 1t bas furnished accommodations
to 1ons of thousands of our American seamen
who have been thrown upon our shores penni-
less and sick, Ita influence is widely known
and felt, Philadelphia has no such institation
in her midst, but she hes others which, in a
preatly inferior way In point of wealth and
power, are still striving to ameliorate the poor
sailor’s lot. We have s branch wssociation of
the BEAMEN'S I'RIBND Soolery of Pennsylvania,
which, in its unpretending way, is doing a great
amount of good, The *"Home" of the Associa-
tion is located in Front street, near South,
It is in the immediate neighborhood of
tbe boarding-houses und shapping offices,
and copscquently well placed for the conve-
nience ol its lodgers, In this house there js no
liquor ullowed to be sold. The rooms are kept
clesn and in good order, and the inmates are
obliged to observe the rules of the house, and
behave in a quiet and orderly manner., A laun-
dry is attached to the premises, and every room
is well ventilated. The regular charges are one
dollar and & quarter per day. When the Home
started, the boarding-houses of the ‘‘ring" were
gavage In their ascaults upon it, and the most
stringent rules were made by them to keep

its inmales from getting silustions on
board of vessels loading in  the port,
But by the ecergy of the prosent

superintendent, Mr. Daniel Tracy, the order of
things has been changed, and those who board
ut the Home have at least s good & chance, if
pnot better, than those from the vile dens of
Penn street. The Home doces not confine its
good work to those who are boarders within
its walls. It assists the aged and destitute,
wnd provides help for the families of those who
have been shipwrecked, or bave died In the
hainess, It is ansvxiliary branch of the Ameri-
can Seamen’s Friend Soclety, which wields a
mighty influence over the great marine Interests
of the nation. At the Home religious services
are beld every evening at 7 o'cluck and every
morning ut 8 o'clock. There is also a prayer
meeting held every Monday evening, to which
all, wkether inmates or culslders, are cordially
i led.
Religlous Inflmences,

Begides the Baptisr, Methodlet, and Episcopa-
lian Bethels, there is, sepavate and distinet irom
them, @ sallor’s church called the Eastburn
Dethel,  Their influence is widely extended,
and Is felt on almost every ship that leaves this
port. Bull, we wust say that these institations
arc not as well supported as they shoull be,
Tnere appear to be au lndiference and neglect
ghown towards the sallor by our citizens that is
almost & disgrace. For some time the Home
itsell was closed for want of proper support. No
one ever thivks of Inguiring futo poor Jack's
condition, and he is left to his own resources,
to get along as best he can,

At the Home there 15 also & shipping oflice,
und as the general character and rebability of
the men obtaned there is better than at the
Penn street places, shipoowners find It to their
interest to patronize it.

P'orbaps there are lew persons who are aware
of the real extent and Influence ol the Seamen's
Fiiend SBoclety, 1t has ramifications not culy all
over the Union, but even in forelgn ports and in
the §slauds of the Pacific. Its income s over
oue hundred and filty thousand dollars a yesr,
and is kept op by contribations from the wer-
chant marine and by Government, By it thou-
aunde and tens of thousands of destitute and
shipwretked sailors are succored, and thelr
families relleved from want and suffering,
